But now that we. have a diſtin Account of all © 


the Proteſtant and Popiſh Families in the King- 
dom, Return'd by the Hrarthmoney Collectors, 
who could with Eaſe make a true Return of the 
Heads of Families, whether they were Proteſtants 
or Papiſts, and we preſume have done it with ſome 
tolerable Exactneſs, purſuant to the Directions 
they receiv'd from the CoMMISSTLONERöS of the 
Revenue for that Purpoſe; we may reaſonably be- 
lieve the ſame is near the Truth: And tho? there 
may be Miſtakes in ſome of the Returns, yet as 
ſuch Miſtakes may be on both Sides, there may 
be little or no Difference in the whole.
